Examiner's Reasons for Allowance 

5. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art fails to render obvious the claimed method and/or over-the-horizon 
radar system for detecting and tracking targets in a plurality of target classes, including, 
inter alia, a transmitter, a receiver pre-processing the detected backscattered energy to 
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generate pre-processed radar data, a plurality of buffers each adapted to store the pre- 
processed radar data, and a plurality of processors adapted to process the pre- 
processed radar data for a respective one of the target classes and provide class- 
specific target data as operatively interconnected and functionally claimed. Clearly the 
prior art does not provide for the claimed system. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
